Our  Philadelphia  Letter. 

Philadelphia,  Oct.  a8,  1S82. 
Editor  Sc.  SatuaU  News  .— 

Boston  thirty  years  ago  was  in  ma- 
ny respects  quite  different  from  the 
Boston  of  wvday;  then  Pearl  street 
from  Liverpool  wharf  along  its  entire 
length,  on  either  side  was  composed 
of  stately  piles  of  Massachusetts  gran- 
ite stores  in  one  continued  scries,  all 
of  which  looked  as  if  they  were  inten- 
ded to  endure  to  the  end  of  time- 
magnificent  specimens  of  commercial 
warehouses  that  impressed  the  behold 
er  witb  solidity  in  every  sense  of  the 
word,  and  seemed  to  say  "we  are  here 
to  stay" — but  lo  I  in  a  single  night  that 
mighty  and  terrible  element,  fire,  swept 
all  away  and  reduced  the  whole  to  ash- 
es, like  as  of  tinder.  At  the  time  I  write 
this  was  the  centre  of  the  great  shoe 
and  leather  interests  of  Massachusetts, 
and  in  fact  of  New  Engl  and  as  well 
as  the  office  of  almost  every  firm  en- 
gaged in  these  industries  was  locaicd 
here.  There  was  and  still  is.  the  old 
bouse  of  F.  Jones  8c  Co.  well  known 
to  the  tradr  throughout  Ihe  land,  and 
the  modest  sign  of  P.  Ware,  Jr.,  was 
also  to  be  seen  on  this  street,  one  of 
the  first  of  Massachusetts  manutactur- 
3  make  a  taJe  shoe  that  wulJfil 
Ihe  foot,  besides  being  New  England's 
champion  chess  player.  Brown  and 
Goodwin  of  Abington  also  had  an  of- 
fice here.  Mr.  Goodwin  of  this  firm 
may  be  remeinlwrcd  by  some  of  your 
older  readers  as  engaged  In  the  confec- 
tionery trade  years  ago,  when  he  sup- 
plied the  stores  along  the  South  Shore 
with  candy  fjom  a  wagon,  but  at  the 
the  time  I  now  write  this  firm  was  one 
of  the  leading  manufacturers  of  shoes 
In  their  line,  and  I  learn  made  ample 
fortunes.  Their  Mr.  Washington  Urown 
has  since  purchased  for  a  trifle,  a  few 
acres  of  huckleberry  jjastures  near  the 
"Hla/k  Rock,"  Cohasset,  opened 
•(reels,  and  vdd  lots  to  ambition* 
builders,  at  prices  1  am  told  that  are 
supposed  to  have  made  lilm  qulle 
wealthy,  at  all  events,  U«  Is  to  be  seen 
on  most  any  fair  day  during  the  season 
behind  a  pair  of  fine  horns  011  the  Je- 
rusalem Road.

ITie  old.  and  very  wealthy  house  of 
Cletnciit,  Colburn  &  Co.  was  also 
here,  of  which  John  Clement  (now  de- 
ceased) was  ihe"  head,  another  of  those 
old  time  merchants,  so  rarely  met  in 
these  d  iys,  who  seemed  to  delight  to 
take  a  voung  man  bv  the  hand  and 
help  him  on.  But  I  am  forgetting  that 
this  is  the  "glorious  fourth."  As  we 
rapidlv  passed  the  signs,  and  stores 
since  so  familiar;  and  nearly  out  ol 
brtath  try  ing  to  keep  up  with  the 
throng  on  the  street,  I  could  but  won- 
der as  I  looked  about  me,  and  saw 
the  great  crowd  hurrying  on  with  nil 
their  might,  where  they  were  all  going 
that  they  need  walk  as  if  they  had  not 
a  minute  to  spare,  and  so  finally  I 
ventured  to  ask  my  father  why  we  need 
hurry  so  much  ?  to  which  lie  made  an- 
swer "I  really  don't  know,  but 
nv  /W  better  get  seme  dinner"  a  most 
agree.iblc  suggestion  to  my  mind,  as  I 
felt  as  if  1  had  fasted  a  long  time,  and 
so  we  turned  off  Pearl  St.,  and  pro- 
ceeded towards  the  wharves  to  a  little 
saloon  kept  by  "Lon  Jones,"  former- 
ly of  Scituate,  and  who  some  of 
your  older  residents  nuy  still  remem- 
ber, and  scaled  ourselves  at  one  of  the 
greasy  marble  top  tables,  in  ihe  little 
dingy  room,  filled  to  ihe  overflowing 
with  a  steaming  mass  of  humanity, 
comprising  all  sorts  and  conditions  of 
men,  a  majority  of  whom  seemed  to  be 
hungry,  at  all  events,  as  1  noticed  most 
of  them  absolutely  skoreied  down  the 
food,  while  the  room  itself,  besides  be- 
ing due  from  the  number  of  occupants, 
was  filled  with  all  the  odors  from  the 
kitchen,  incident  to  cooking,  together 
with  the  sickening  smells  of  half  de- 
caved  fruit,  and  piles  of  fly  covered 
cakes,  and  confectionery,  with  which 
the  counters  were  piled  up,  while  the 
none  to  inviting  appearance  of  the 
slovenly  waiters,  with  their  aneexehile 
aprons,  and  bustling  manner  as  they 
yelled  the  orders,  to  a  sickly  looking 
individual,  who  repeated,  up  a  pipe 
"pork  and  beans,"  "biled  dinner," 
"codfish  cakes,''  "apple  slump,"  etc.,all 
combined  to  so  completely  takeaway 
my  appetite  that  when  my  lather  asked 
me  "what  I  would  hav  c  ?"  I  really 
could  thing  of  nothing  I  wanted,  and 
so  said  I  would  take  a  Pine  Appie, 
which  of  all  fruits,  at  that  time,  I 
thought  the  best,  and  being  faint  from 
long  abstinence,  I  thoughtlessly  ate  the 
whale  of  it,  and  was  then  ready  to  go  r~ 
the  "Common,"  towards  which  we  nc 
it  once  proceeded. 

Tbe  day  being  warm,  tbe  streets 
dry,  and  dusty,  by  the  time  we  reached 
there  I  was  completely  exhausted,  and 
the  first  thing  that  attracted  my  atten- 
tion was  an  old  woman  selling  a  high 
colored  drink  marked  "Cool  Lemon- 
ade" which  I  induced  my  father  to 
stop  and  get  me  a  drink,  and  found  it 
most  refreshing,  it  being  ice  cold;  but 
having  so  little  flavor,  I  asked  my 
father  "what  kind  of  lemonade  it  was?" 
to  which  he  replied,  that  he  thought, 
"Homoeopathic"  as  it  evidently  consis- 
ted of  half  a  lemon  to  a  barrel  of  w«tcr. 
While  thus  engaged,  we  were  surroun- 
ded by  a  herd  of  dirty  boys,  with 
boxes  on  their  arms,  crying  "shine  urn 
up,"  one  little  ragamuffin,  pointing  to 
my  shoes  says:  "look  'er,  young  fellow 
I'll  put  a  patent  leather  shine,  on  them 
'er  Cinderellas  of  youro  for  fiv< 
a  remark  that  I  thought  not  at  all 
complimentary  to  the  success  of  my 
efforts  in  that  direction  the  night  be- 
fore. However  we  now  proceeded  to 
take  a  look  at  the  "Great  Elm."  the 
"Frog  Pond,"  and  "the  Fountain;" 
after  that,  we  tested  our  lungs  by 
blowing  in  a  tube  attached  to  some 
kind  of  a  machine,  to  register  the 
amount  we  could  "blow,"  then, 
stepped  on  the  "lifting  machine,' 
sec  if  we  could  "lift  ourselves  off 
leet;"  we  looked  in  the  great  telescope 
and  found  we  could  see  nothing;  and 
then  took  a  "shock"  on  the'  galvanic 
battery,  after  which  we  went  to  the 
"mill  dam"  and  sat  for  iwo  hours 
the  bluing  hot  suh,  to  sec  the  ' 
galla"  which  did  not  "go,"  and  rerurned 
in  time  to  sec  ihe  "balloon  go  up."  We 
ate  Washington  pie,  and  peanuts,  green 
apples  and  ice  cre^m,  bananas,  cocoa- 
nut  cakes,  candy  and  gingerbread  ; 
and  so  the  day  wore  away,  and  as  the 
shades  of  evening  came  on,  we  with  the 
great  multitude  took  our  places  on  t 
hill  side  to  await  the  lime  for  the  "fti 
works  ,-"0  that  long,  weary  wait,  I  shall 
never  forget  it,  with  aoiiug  head,  and 
tired,  worn  out  body,  unable  longer 
to  stand,  I  sat  down  on  the  ground  at 
my  father's  feet,surroundcd  and  almost 
covered,  by  the  great  surging,  yelling, 
mass  of  humanity,  until  at  last  when 
all  was  over,  dear  old  father  assisted 
me  across  the  common,  to  Ihe  resi- 
dence of  an  old  friend,  with  whom  we 
were  to  spend  the  night,  which  I  re- 
member I  passed,  most  terribly  sick, 
and  have  wanted  no  "Homoeopathic 
lemonade"  or  "pine  apple"  since. 

The  following  evening  we  returned 
to  the  old  homestead  In  Scituate-  As 
we  drove  up  to  the  door  "Bess"  was 
the  first  out  to  meet  us,  while  dear 
old  mother  was  equally  anxious  to 
hear  all  about  what  we  had  seen.  And 
as  I  walked  about  the  garden  telling 
"Bcs»"ofiny  experiences,  f  thought 
things  had  changed  greatly  during  my 
absence  as  I  felt  myself  quite  a 
gcr.  At  night  I  went  out  < 
•■Hill"  to  tell  the  boys  of  what  I  had 
*ref,  and  was  then  fully  purtnaded  lu 
my  own  mind,  that  I  was  verily  and 
indeed,  a  peat  American  7>m'e/er.
